The war against crim e in this 
country goes badly. In his pro­ 
mised m essage on the subject. 
President Johnson will be hard 
pressed to offer m easures with 
some real thrust in them. 
The prospect for the next dec­ 
ade is not cheerful, if trends 
of the past five years continue. 
On that assumption. FBI pro­ 
jections 
indicate 
that 
serious 
crim e in the United States will 
undergo an 80 per cent increase 
by 1975 
In absolute numbers, 
such crim es may rise from a 
present 2.5 million a year to 4 
million 
These figures suggest an 84 
per 
cent 
increase by 
1975 
in 
such property crim es as burg­ 
lary. m ajor larceny, auto theft. 
The violent crimes of m urder, 
rape, arm ed robbery and 
ag* 
gavated assault may climb 43 
per cent. 
THE MAGNITUDE of this im­ 
pending added peril to the na­ 
tional community is difficult to 
convey. 
It may help to note 
that 
the projected 10-vear 
in­ 
crease would be a little greater 
than 
the 
three-decade 
rise 
which has brought crim e in the 
mid-1960s to |uch frigtening le­ 
vels. This rise outstrips popula­ 
tion 
growth 5 to 1 
Today’s crime is a tax uoon 
the people amounting to an es­ 
timated $27 billion a year — 
roughly a quarter of the federal 
budget. 
Americans are never ecstatic 
about Maying taxes. But t h e y 
have been singularly slow to be­ 
stir themselves over the crim e 
partly the citizen's unaw areness 
and partly hi» resistanca or in­ 


difference toward adequate law 
enforcement. 
NEVERTHELESS, 
if 
crime 
as an economic issue does not 
register upon the citizenry as 
it should, it may be felt with 
increasingly quivering force as 
a "way of life" issue. 
The individual who may be 
bored to read that some com­ 
pany loses 300 gallons of paint 
a month to dishonest workers 
is not indifferent when a burg­ 
lar invades his bedroom or a 
"m ugger” chokes him on the 
. street 
In 
1964, 
street 
thefts rose 
more than a third over the pre­ 
vious year, and 
residential 
burglaries climbed 20 per cent. 
As this kind of crim e goes on 
and up. it may be born in upon 
the citizen that the losses are 
more than financial and the suf­ 
ferings more than physical. 
What is happening is a con­ 
striction of freedom.

IS 
OBVIOUS 
ENOUGH 
that 
organized 
crim e. 
"Cosa 
N ostra” or w hatever, constitu­ 
tes a sort of illegal government 
enforcing its will. But the un­ 
federated crim inals,

a domineering, if limited "gov­ 
ernm ent.”

THIS WOULD be a devastat­ 
ing blow It could be done with- 
ou. dropping any nuclear bombs 
foi the 
targets 
on 
mainland 
China are all within range of 
attack by planes carrying con­ 
ventional bombs 
So the most im portant factor 
at the moment is a recognition 
by Red China that, unless 
it 
stops 
its aggressions against 
South Viet Nam. there is a like­ 
lihood of a major confrontation 
with 
American 
forces 
from 
bases on Formosa, Okinawa and 
Korea as well as the Philip­ 
pines. Also, the United States 
Navy's aircraft carriers can ap­ 
proach the Chinese coast and 
'aunoh bombing planes. 
Developments until the last 
few weeks had raised questions 
in Peking as 
to whether the 
United States is in earnest but 
the raids apd counterattacks of 
recent days may by now have 
convinced the Red Chinese th&t 
the next step may be "escala­ 
tion" into air attacks on Red 
China itself if its forces should 
in any organized way penetrate 
from North Viet Nam into Soutn 
Viet Nam. 
The 
paramount 
fact 
right 
now, however, is that the Unit­ 
ed States is moving toward pos- 
sible peace parleys from a po­ 
sition of strength 
unstead of 
weakness. 


THERE IS REASON to be- 
believe that the Red Chinese are 
not likely to do anything to pre­ 
cipitate a major war and that 
the Russians would be just as 
pleased if they didn’t. 
Meanw’hile. the barrages of 
word.- on the propaganda front 
are in themselves an indication 
that both Moscow and Peking 
may have decided to turn away 
from military steps which could 
aggravate 
the 
situation. 
The 


propaganda demonstrations by 
the Communists thus far have 
nad little effect. The procedures 
are all too familiar. Simultane­ 
ously throughout the world dem­ 
onstrations are made against 
American Embassies and lega­ 
tions in what is obviously a con­ 
certed movement to gain head­ 
lines and make it appear that 
what the United States is doing 
opposed by world opinion 
Most surprising in some re­ 
spects are the efforts inside the 
United States to stir Up sucil 
demonstrations 
It’s apparent 
that the Communists are behind 
most of them. 


TFT. COMMUNIST party 
in 
the United States ha* been is­ 
suing press relea.-es condemn­ 
ing the American course in Viet 
Nam, 
and 
various 
college 
groups are acting in conform­ 
ity with Communist aims. 
Some of them, on the other 
hand, have no Communist con­ 
nection and are related to pat- 
ifist organizations A high offi­ 
cial of the government puts it 
this way: 
‘ One should not assume that 
(he United States foreign policy 
is under attack from The Com­ 
munist party alone. Other sub­ 
versive group.x are attempting 
to show their dedication to the 
world Communist movement in 
similar ways. 
"Demonstrations, 
telegram 
and letter campaigns can be 
expected as long as the Unite« 
States remains as the principal 
deterrent to the advancement of 
world Communism. The people 
should be aware of this and 
-'•arefully consider each protest 
with a look behind the scenes 
it may well be that a Com­ 
munist will 
be directing 
the 
program. 
* The 
major 
lesson to he 
'earned from all this is that the 
Communists and their s u p p li­ 
ers in this country are not a 
weak, insignificant element of 
♦he American scene. 


"TH E HAVE of demonstra­ 
tions which erupted on a na­ 
tional scale immediately follow­ 
ing news of the United States 
counterstrike against Commun­ 
ist forces in Viet Nam demon­ 
strated how unified, organized 
and powerful an element t h e 
Communist movement in the 
United States is today. 
"Its strength is greatly con­ 
cealed for the most part be­ 
cause the Communists emerge 
and strike when the iron is hot, 
just as the guerrillas struck m 
Viet Nam, In effect, the Com­ 
munists in this country are us­ 
ing the same tactic 
gueril­ 
la w arfare - only the weapons 
here are words and deeds of 
subversion." 
In the counterpropaganda bat­ 
tle. however, the United States 
is making headway, particular­ 
ly since it has shown that it 
will not be cowed by the Nortn 
Vienamese attacks and that it 
is ready to go the limit, if nec­ 
essary, to protect the independ­ 
ence of the South Viet Nam Re­ 
public. The United States is rap­ 
idly developing in the w h o l e 
controversy 
a 
position 
of 
strength. That is the path 
to 
peace.
